RICHMOND, February 2 .—In the senate to- 
day the deadlock which has prevailed in the 
election of auditor for over two weeks was 
broken.

A TERRIBLE DAY. 


THE RAIN AND SLEET FOLLOWED 
BY FROST. 


Cincinnati, St. Louis and the Other River Cities 
Vader the Delug2—The Fal: of the Mereury— 
The Stoppage of Trains, Breaking of 
Wires and other Casual ies, Bte. 


St. Lovis, February 21:—The weath- 
er turned very cold about two 
o'clock this morning, and the mere ry sank 
several degrees below freezing point between 
that hour and daylight. The ground is fro- 
zen very hard. The river hasrisen over five 
feet since last evening, and is now 27'4 feet 
higher, a total rige since Sunday of about 
seventeen feet. The rise is much slower now 
than yesterday, and the water will probably 
begin to fall by tosmorrow. 

Railroad travelis very much interrupted. 
The only roads which sent out trains this 
morning were the Ohio and Mississippi, the 
Cairo Short Line, the St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, and the Vundalia. The last named 
used the Ohio and Mississippi track to Odin, 
thence by the Illinois Central to its own 
road. The only train from Chicago this 
morning arrived over the Vandalia road, and 
the only eastern train came in by the same 
line. The incoming trains on all other roads 
were either abandoned or have been indefi- 
nitely delayed. The Chicago and Alton, the 
(hicago, Burlington and Quincy, and 
the Indiana, P. & St. Louis trains are 
stopped at Wood river, about twenty 
miles from here, and have washouts, 
bad bridges or overflowed tracks at various 
other places. The Vandalia and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville tracks are flooded at Silver 
creek and other places. The Wabash and 
eastern division has trouble beyond Alton, 
and the western division had bai land slides 
between here and the Missouri river, at St. 
Charles, on the Missouri Pacific. There 
are several land- slides witbin 
five miles of the city, and 
considerable of the track is overtlowed. The 


Keokuk and St. Louis road is also under wa- 
ter in several places. The Iron Mountain 
road, besides the land slides reported last 
night, has an extensive washout about sixteen 
miles below the city. The St. Louis and San 
Francisco has suffered no serious damage, and 
trains have not been stopped. 

The rise in the river here, is said by the 
oldest steamboat men to be unprecedented. 
No such amount of water was ever knuwn to 
come down so suddenly. The _ rain fall 
amounted to within 17-100 of an inch, as 
muuch as the average fai] for the entire winter 
for the past 11 years. The telegraph lines 
west Of here are still prostrated. 

CINCINNATI. 

CinoinnaTt, February 21.—The Ohio river 
is now higher than it has been since the great 
flood of 1347. At 11°30 a.m. it was 58 feet, 6 
inches and rising half aninch an hour. High 
winds prevailed this morning, acconipanied 
by colder weather, with ligut snow. ‘This 
will check the rise, though nut at ounce, as the 
river is still rising rapidly above. The water 
hus hadva must injuriuus effect on the railroad 
embankment in Mill Creek valley, the waves 
crumbling the banks. There ure fears that 
the track ofthe Cincinnati and Baltimore 
road will be seriously injured. It is already 
abundoned owing to an injury to the bridge, 
all freight business being practically sus- 
pended. 

The Cineinnati, Hamilton and Dayton, and 
the Cincinnati Southern and Cincinnati 
Northern are the only roads whose tracks are 
free from water. The obstruction of the 
other tracks and the flooding of the side 
trucks of the Cincinnati Southern restricts 
business to the running of passenger trains. 

The wind this morning blew down many 
telegraph wires and the business of the tele- 
graph offices is consequently in great con- 
fusion, and business much retarded. The 
most serious loss this morning is the break- 
ing away of eighteen barges of coal frum Col- 
licr, Budd & Co.’s landing. ‘Ihere being no 
steamers ready to pursue them, the chances 
are they will be lost. <All the coal yards ure 
submerged, and are obliged to suspend busi- 
ness, 

Great inconvenience is caused by the flood- 
ing of the first floors of the streets alung the 
river front, where yesterday only the cellars 
were inundated. , 

HELE@A, 

Mrempurs, February 21.—A special dispatch 
from Helena, dated Jast night, says: The sit- 
uation remains unchangel The river has 
been at a stand forthe past twenty-four hours. 
The water in the ¢eity continues rising, and is 
now over North Muip street at the Presbyte- 
rian church. All mills and workshops in the 
lower purtof the city have suspended opera- 
tions, and many laborers are thrown out of 
employment. A few more days of such dis- 
tress will leave many in actual want. Theonly 
tueans Of communication between Main street 
and West Helena is by skiffs, for which there 
is great demand. Businessis at a standstill. 
There aremo transactions in mercantile circles 
except for the actual necessaries of life. At 
many points between this city and Vicks- 
burg the river is twelve inches higher than 
was ever known before. This is accounted for 
by the fact that the Mississippi river has 
overtiuwed its banks above Osceola, Ark., 
ninety miles up the river, and a large volame 
of water pours through that country 
into the headwaters of the St. 
Francis river, and again finds its 
way back into the main stream 15 miles above 
Helena, where the St. Francis river enipties 
into the Mississippi. Every plantation be- 
tween Memphis and Friars Point, Miss., is 
submerged, and the water extends back from 
eituer shore lo miles. The planters are en- 
during great hardships from loss of stock by 
diowning In nearly all the overtlowed sec- 
tions stock is suffering, and what were saved 
are kept huddled together on hastily built 
platforms.

When the heart is full and the brain teems 
with rooted sorrows there is nothing so sooth- 
ing as cotton. Its chief recommendation is 
that itis as clear as noonday. There is no 
puinful figuring about it. Railroad stocks. 
murtgages, income bunds, construction com- 
pany shares, wheat, pork, lard and other real 
und transferable things are too complicated 
fur pleasure and too uncertain for a business, 
unless une gives his whole mind to them. 
They are like chess—not a recreation but a 
wearying labor. The dolce far nieute of spec- 
ulation isto be found in cotton. Nothing 
could be simpler, Two minutes with your 
broker does it. The unitis one hundred bales, 
Just as.in stocks it is 100 shares. You takea 
uundred, say, of *‘Septeiber.”’ [t may be 11.83 
or 11.89, oranywhere along there—that doesnt 
matter—the main thing is to get it at some- 
thing. The “margin” is $2 a bale, and your 
broker's charges, say $25. The “ante,” then, 
tv borrow a convenient term frum another 
and a kindred diversion, is $225. At this 
point the sport begins. You have nothing to 
do now but to watch the tape, the morning 
and evening papers through ail their editions 
and extras, the builetins and reports of the 
department of agriculture, the bulletins from 
all the cotwon exchanges in the country, the 
shipping movements, ocean freights. surats, 
mill taking, the weather, the cotten-worim, 
and the guano trade. Of course, you must be 
already tamiliar with the condition of each of 
these things forevery day of the past five sea- 
sons. The gam@ is based almost wholly on 
comparisons, and not to he a master of the 
data implies incomplete preparation. 

Tiis technique is petty, of course, but es- 
sential. Befure going intuv cotton one ought 
to be able to take the wurm and guano statis- 
tics, acreage, condition, forward movement, 
port receipts, and any good estimate of the 
probable size of the “‘city cruop,’”’ and ata 
ylance, in the twinkling of an eye, unerring- 
ly furetell the number of balesin the year's 
crop; and incidentally it mav be added that 
the ability to foretell next year’s crop with 
equal precision is a gift of no mean value. 
Leave “hamueriny’’ to the cotton exchange 
fulks and the professional speculators. It is 
their business to magnify or minitize the 
crop as their interests dictate. A speculator 
who has suld half adozen coming montus is 
certain thut the top crop and late pickings 
will slow the season’s yield to be not only 
abundant, but excessive,while the gentleman 
who buys is secretly confident that unprece- 
dented-takings for Liverpool and the conti- 
nent, coupled with an enormous demand for 
the New England mills, will practically 
exbuust a crup that is at the very leasta mil- 
lion bales short. ‘But the indecent lust for 
gain is the ruling passion here. Let the ama- 
teur speculator be content to take the fruitas 
it drops into his lap. What can he, with his 
puny one hundred bales, do to affect the mar- 
ket? He would be outlied at every point, and 
in these matters a sense of inferiority is hu- 
miliating. Hundred-bale men shuould have 
some regard for their moral natures, and con- 
fine themselves tu the innocent watching of 
the tape, the bulletins, port receipts, ete. 

The perfect ease with which the profit or 
loss resulting from the market fluctuations is 
computed is the supreme charm of cotton 
The changes are registered in 
cents and hundredths of a cent per pound. 
The hundredths are called “‘points,’’ and ona 
hundred-bale investinent each one of these 
points represents $f 50, For instance, some 
Kast Jluddam or Glastonbury gentleman, 
with alitth money and plenty of leisure, 
reads this article and comes duwn to take a 
hand in the pleasing diversion. He buys not 
one hundred, but tive bundred bales, and 
takes aseat by the ‘“‘ticker.’’ It huppens to 
be the afternoon on which the discovery is 
made that the cottun crup has been bought 
four or tive times over by the speculators, and 
about half-past two o'c.ock there is a sudden 
tumble of, say, 26 points. The Connecticut 
amateur hastily dues sumething of this kind 
on the back of an envelope: $4 5Ux5 is 322 50 
x26 is $595. Now, as a matter of strict math- 
emiaties this is ten duilars ou of the way, but 
the nervous cipherer is never quite respectful 
toward the multiplication table; besides, this 
particular Connecticut gentleman is probably 
in some worry lest he may tiss the last train 
for bust, Haddam. ‘This purely imaginary ex- 
ample illustrates the astonishing case with 
Which losses on cotton futures may be reck- 
oned. - 

Another winning feature of this fascinating 
recreation is the delightful uncertainty about 
the cotton you are buyivg, supposing, of 
course, that you leave vulgar “spouts to 
men who want cotton to make bags or shirts 
of and confine yourseif to the idyllic 
‘‘futures.’’ lt is easy tu imagine that one bale 
of the hundred may be on an East River 
whart, another in the holdof a coasting 
steamer, aunuther in the ponderous Jaws of a 
giant compress, avother in an Alabama 
gin house on the seeds, and otbers in 
the baskets of bent old black men 
all the way from Currituck to the Rie Grande. 
As a matter of fact, the cotton is nowhere— 
except for the unlucky last buyer who. is 
pinned for delivery. There are more southern 
tnan = onorthern amateur speculators in 
‘futures,’’ and itis said that the south loses 
in this way the annual sum of $50,000,000, A 
very good rule, so cool-headed “‘uperators”’ 
suy, is to find out what the southerners are 
dving and then do just the other thing. There

Though a deed may hay 
been made in 1872, with bond to re-con 
vey, to secure the payment of a usurious debt, 
yet if in June, 1873, the parties came together, 
und the debtors surrendered the land abso- 
lutely to the creditor in payment of the debt, 
it being agreed that the bund should be de- 
livered up and canceled, the title became 
fixed in the creditor, and the debtors could 
not afterwards recover the land, though the 
bond may not have been in fact surrendered 
and canceled. 

2. If the land was placed by the debtors in 
the hands of the creditor with the agreement 
that he was to seil it, pay himself, and then 
turn over the excess tu the debtors, no time 
being specified within which this was to be 
done, and no agreement being made as to its 
use mearwhile, the creditor was bound 
to use such diligence and effurts to sell as good 
faith and fair dealing required. 

(a.) If he failed to sell without fault or neg- 
ligence on his part, and received during the 
time of snch holding any benefit resulting 
from the use and occupation of the land, he 
would be liable to account for the same. He 
would also be entitled to such aliowances for 
legitimate expenses incurred in and about 
the performance of his obligation as were 
necessary to make the land available for use 
as well as to protect its ownership and POsses- 
Sion. 

(b). It being in controversy which of these

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SOUTHERN DAKOTA'S APPLICATION. 


Southern Dakota wants to become a state, 
and the enterprising town of Fargo among 
the wheat fields is particularly desirous of be- 
coming itscapital. The republican majority 
of the committee on territories think thatthe 
application should be granted, and it is very 
probable that the promised gain of two new 
republican senators and a republican member 
will suffice to squeeze the bill 
through congress.

THE PLOWS FOR 1382. 


The plows for 1882 have fairly started work, 
and Tue ConstitvTion begins again this morn- 
ing its old crusade in favor of diversified 
crops, 

The interview that we print with Commis- 
sioner Henderson in another column is full 
of hope and promise. It shows that the 
farmers, yielding at last to ex- 
perience and common sense, have plant- 
eda much larger crop of winter grain than 
has been planted in years before. This will 
diminish in itself the acreage of cotton, but 
Commissioner Henderson shows further that 
there isa diminished sale of fertilizers, di- 
minished resources of the farmer, dimin- 
ished credit and that there must be 
of necessity more corn planted and less cot- 
ton. Agriculture is aslow and stubborn in- 
dustry and farmers are proverbially loth to 
leave the old ruts, but the disastrous results 
of the last season with those who made cotton 
an exclusive crop, coupled with the necessi- 
tiesof the eoming season, is bearing fruit. 
We have little doubt that Georgia 
will have for 1882 more thoroughly diversitied 
crops than she has !:ad any season since the 
war, and diversified crops mean prosperity to 
the farmer, to the merchant and tothe public 
at large. Without tbem, no matter what ac- 
tivity there may be in other branches of busi- 
ness, in manufacturing or trade, there cannot 
be any real prosperity. 

We shall have some more facts upon this 
point from men _ whose opinions § are 
respected, to give to our readers from time 
to time within the next month. 
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GENERAL GARTRELL A CANDIDATE. 


The announcement of General Gartrel] 
that he will be an independent democratic 
candidate for governor is not calculated to 
create asensation in state politics for the rea- 
son that his intention in this direction has 
long been known. There is very little in the 
general's remarks to the interviewer calcu- 
lated to create discussion, though the fact 
that he treats the coalition somewhat cava- 
lierly will naturally attract the attention of 
those who, like General Longstreet, are inter- 
ested in promoting that movement. General 
Gartrell somewhat scornfully records his lack 
of faith in the coalition. Hesavs he doesn’t 
believe that any coalition has _ been 
formed or even contemplated, and this in the 
face of the fact that the Markham house cau- 
cus was accidentally held; that General Long- 
street has been galloping between Washing- 
ton and Atlanta; that the republican state 
committee is ahead of General Gartrell in in- 
dorsing Dr. Felton’s mild platform, and that 
Wade and Clark are about to lose their heads 
for stating to a reporter of THe ConstITtCTION 
that taey would co-operate with the inde- 
pendents only on a republican platform. 

General Gartrell is certainly popular, but is 
he popular enough and strong enough to 
speak scornfully of the coalition? Is he 
strong enough even to ignore it? Our own im- 
pression is that General Gartrell, seeing the 
unpopularity of the coalition even with inde- 
pendent democrats, proposes to cast his poli- 
tical fortunes with Colonel Thornton's liberal 
party which, as we understand it, is alto- 
gether different from the coalition. 

In this connection, we desire to make a 
prediction. General Gartrell’s candidacy 
will not be satisfactory to General Longstreet 
and the administration. The dissatisfaction 
willculminate in a series of advisory cau- 
cuses, and, at the last, General Gartrell will 
be asked to step down and out: 
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JEW-BAITING IN RUSSIA. 


The Jews of Southern Russia are row the 
victims of Russian cruelty and ignorance, as 
the Poles were a generation ago. The extent 
of the persecutions is not accurately known, 
and perhaps never will be; but the greater 
probability is that there has been no exagger- 
ation of the horrors of the situation in scores 
of interior towns in the vast empire. Arson, 
violence, outrage and ali the other manifesta- 
tions of brute force and human wickedness 
ure daily occurrences, and it cannot be said 
that the government hus raised.a hand to stay 
the mob feeling. General Ignatieff's rescript 
really looks to harsher laws against the perse- 
cuted people, while it indirectly incites the 
masses to fresh perseeution. The rescript 
itself shows that Russia does not want Jewish 
subjects—that they are at liberty to go as soon 
as they please, and where they please. It 
may be that the government is only too glad 
to turn popular enmity from the imperial 
family and the officials to its almost defense- 
less Jewish subjects; but be that as it may, it 
is plain that neither the remonstrances of 
other governments nor the expressions of 
sympathy of almost the entire civilized world 
will bring relief to the Jewsof Russia. There 
seems to be no safety for them excépt in 
fight from a country that has permitted them 
to be grossly multreated and that offers no 
restitution for the past or real protection in 
the future. The only remedy, or rather re- 
venge that the case admits of, seems to con- 
sist in the exercise of the power that the 
Rothschilds and other wealthy Israelites pos- 
sess over the European bourses when ever- 
needy Rassia applies for subscriptions to 
another loan. These people can, if they 
choose, right the wrongs of their race in 
Russia. 

The Jews of Russia are not politicians. 
They neith-r love the government, nor are 
they nihilists. Nor is there any consideravle 
amount of religious hatred in Russia. It is 
now conceded that the outrages sprung from 
the simple but potential fact that the Jew is 
too clever for the Slav. He makes better bar- 
gains than the people of the national race, 
grows rich, mono polizes trade, lends money, 
and his wives and daughters dress better and 
keep finer carriages than do the native fami- 
lies. One lot has grown poorer though to the 
manner born, while the alien in religion, in 
everything else except language, has fattened 
and prospered. The uprising is therefore com- 
mercial instead of political, social rather than 
religious. Butit is none the less cruel and 
comprehensive, and there is no evidence that 
each recurring day does not bring a fresh lot 
of outrages. Those who can hastily emigrate 
are doing so, but there must bea vast num-

THE PLOWS FOR 1882. 


The plows for 1882 have fairly started work, 
and Tae Constitvtion begins again this morn- 
ing its old crusade in favor of diversified 
crops. 

The interview that we print with Commis- 
sioner Henderson, in another column is full 
of hope and promise. It shows that the 
farmers, yielding at last to ex- 
perience and common sense, have plant- 
eda much larger crop of winter grain than 
has been planted in years before. This will 
diminish in itself the acreage of cotton, but 
Commissioner Henderson shows further that 
there isa diminished sale of fertilizers, di- 
minished resources of the farmer, dimin- 
ished credit and that there must be 
of necessity more corn planted and less cot- 
ton. Agriculture is a slow and stubborn in- 
dustry and farmers are proverbially loth to 
leave the old ruts, but the. disastrous results 
of the last season with those who made cotton 
an exclusive crop, coupled with the necessi- 
tiesof the eoming season, is bearing fruit. 
We have little doubt that Georgia 
will have for 1882 more thoroughly diversified 
crops than she has }-ad any season since the 
war, and diversified crops mean prosperity to 
the farmer, tu the merchant and to the public 
at large. Without tbem, no matter what ac- 
tivity there may be in other branches of busi- 
ness, in manufacturing or trade, there cannot 
be any real prosperity.

GENERAL GARTRELL A CANDIDATE. 


The announcement of General Gartrell 
that he will be an independent democratic 
candidate for governor is not calculated to 
create a sensation in state politics for the rea- 
son that his intention in tbis direction has 
long been known. There is very little in the 
general's remarks to the interviewer calcu- 
lated to create discussion, though the fact 
that he treats the coalition somewhat cava- 
lierly will naturally attract the attention of 
those who, like General Longstreet, are inter- 
ested in promoting that movement. General 
Gartrell somewhat scornfully records his lack 
of faith in the coalition. Hesays he doesn't 
believe that any coalition has been 
formed or even contemplated, and this in the 
face of the fact that the Markham house cau- 
cus was accidentally held; that General Long- 
street has been galloping between Washing- 
ton and Atlanta; that the republican state 
committee is ahead of General Gartrell in in- 
dorsing Dr. Felton’s mild platform, and that 
Wade and Clark are about to lose their heads 
for stating to a reporter of Tue ConsTITCTION 
that taey would co-operate with the inde- 
pendents only on a republican platform. 

General Gartrell is certainly popular, but is 
he popular enough and strong enough to 
speak scornfully of the coalition? Is he 
strong enough even to ignore it? Our own im- 
pression is that General Gartrell, seeing the 
unpopularity of the coalition even with inde- 
pendent democrats, proposes to cast his poli- 
tical fortunes with Colonel Thornton’s liberal 
party which, as we understand it, is alto- 
gether different from the coalition. 

In this connection, we desire to make a 
prediction. General Gartrell’s candidacy 
will not be satisfactory. to General Longstreet 
and the administration. The dissatisfaction 
willculminate in a series of advisory cau- 
cuses, and, at the last, General Gartrell will 
be asked to step down and out.

JEW-BAITING IN RUSSIA. 


The Jews of Southern Russia are row the 
victims of Russian cruelty and ignorance, as 
the Poles were a generation ago. The extent 
of the persecutions is not accurately known, 
and perhaps never will be; but the greater 
probability is that there has been no exagger- 
ation of the horrors of the situation in scores 
of interior towns in the vast empire. Arson, 
violence, outrage and all the other manifesta- 
tions of brute force and human wickedness 
are daily occurrences, and it cannot be said 
that the government has raised a hand to stay 
the mob feeling. General Ignatieff’s rescript 
really looks to harsher laws against the perse- 
cuted people, while it indirectly incites the 
masses to fresh perseeution. The rescript 
itself shows that Russia does not want Jewish 
subjects—that they are at liberty to go as soon 
as they please, and where they please. It 
may be that the government is only too glad 
to turn popular enmity from the imperial 
family and the officials to its almost defense- 
less Jewish subjects; but be that as it may, it 
is plain that neither the remonstrances of 
other governments nor the expressions of 
sympathy of almost the entire civilized world 
will bring relief to the Jewsof Russia. There 
seems to be no safety for them except in 
fight from a country that has permitted them 
to be gross!y multreated and that offers no 
restitution for the past or real protection in 
the future. The only remedy, or rather re- 
venge that the case admits of, seems to con- 
sist in the exercise of the power that the 
Rothschilds and other wealthy Israelites pos- 
sess over the European bourses when ever- 
needy Russia applies for subscriptions to 
another loan. These people can, if they 
choose, right the wrongs of their race in 
Russia. 

The Jews of Russia are not politicians. 
They neith-«r love the government, nor are 
they nihilists. Nor is there any consideravle 
amount of religious hatred in Russia. It is 
now conceded that the outrages sprung from 
the simple but potential fact that the Jew is 
too clever for the Slav. He makes better bar- 
gains than the people of the national race. 
grows rich, mono polizes trade, lends money, 
and his wives and daughters dress better and 
keep finer carriages than do the native fami- 
lies. One lot has grown poorer though to the 
manner born, While the alien in religion, in 
everything else except language, has fattened | 
and prospered. The uprising is therefore com- 
mercial instead of political, social rather than 
religious, But it is none the less cruel and 
comprehensive, and there is no evidence that 
each recurring day does not bring a fresh lot 
of outrages. Those who can hastily emigrate 
are doing so, but there must bea vast num- 
ber who must remain where: they may at any 
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people in all christendom. jig

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OF THE FOLLIES OF GEORGIA’S 
HUSBANDMEN. 


Commissioner Henderson on the Conditiun of Geor- 
giw Farmers, aud the Prosp c's of the Com. 
ing Crops— An Int+rview which Con- 
tains muca of Iaterest, Bte., Hic. 


The farmers of Georgia are now engaged in pre- 
paring forthe crop of 1882, and on yesterday a 
representative of TMk CuNsSTITUTION called at the 
state department of agriculture to see if he couid 
obtain any informaiton as to the outlook. 

We found that Commissioner Henderson had 
already made cousiderable inquiry throughout the 
state aud bad detinite vpinions as to the prospect. 
He gave us the fulluwing iniormation: 

“You can say, to begin with, that the farmers 
have planted the largest crop of graim that has ever 
been planted iu Georgia since I have been at the 
head of the department. Itis nearly one hundred 
percent larger than the grain crop of lust winter, 
which was, however, an unusually small one. The 
fanners have been forced to this course by the lack 
of credit with which to buy small grain, and by 
#he necessity for having some crop that wouid 
bring them early cash.”’ 

“Do you think the cotton acreage in the state 
will be decreased this year?” 

“Tam confident that it will be.”’ 

“By how much?’’ 

“Be aboutiS percent. But this acreage will not 
ahow the full deficiency of the next year’s cotton 
crop because there will be very much less guamo 
used than before, aud this will decrease the yield 
per acre.”’ 

“What falling offis there in the sale of guano?” 

“IT don’t think that there will be sold over 90,009 
toms in the state at the outside this 

acas n against 150,000 tuns last season. rrom all 
quarters we Lave ieports of diminisnued sales. The 
guano men Complain that the farmers are not buy- 
ing freely, aud they are notinclined to push sales. 
The inspection fees at our office now amount to 
about $57,000, which is less than they were last 
year, al\hough the season opened four weeks car- 
lier than Jast. The sigus are that the inspections 
will fall off very heavily from this date, as inspected 
guano is stored in warehouses all over the state. 
itis safe to say that the decrease in the sale of guano 
in Georgia this year will amount to forty per cent.” 

“This will diminish the yield of cottow per acre?” 

“Yes, | give it as my official opinion that Georgia 
will net produce over 600,00 bales of cotton this 
yearagainst 814,000 in 1880 There are many rea- 

aeons beside the large iucrease of grain acreage al- 
ready reporied that will decrease the cotton acreage 
for the year.”’ é' 

“What aré these?"’ 

“First, is the lack of eredit. The country mer- 
chants, or for that matter the city merchants, are 
not able to carry the farmers this year, as they have 
done heretofore. There hes been ana unusual 
number of failures, and almost every merchant 
who advanced money to farmers finds himself be- 
hindin his collecuons and with very little cash 
available for advances for the next crop. The 
farmers will therefore be torceed to diversify their 
crops and rely on their land to g've them their pro- 
visions. Then this matter of nocredit goes still 
further itfits results. Inagreat many cases it has 
resulted in a great many tenants giving up 
their leases and resuming their places 
as day laborers, as they are unable to 
makeacropon their own responsibility, and from 
ulmost every -eciion of the state we hear that land- 
lords are receiving notifications from their tenants 
that they will be unable to farm on shares or to 
run alone for the year. The result of this will be 
that where large plantations have been cut into 
small farms and rented out, they will be thrown 
back on the hands of the ownerof the plantation 
who mfist farm them under one management. The 
very fact that the tenants have failed to be sell- 
eaustaining by ruising cotton will muke him cautious 
and he will plant for diversified crops, so that his 
plantation will support itself even if it does not 
give him a big money profit. 

Of course these plantations will besplit up again 
into small farms ina year or two, and willbe run 
successfully in that shape as soon as the small far- 
mers-learn that to be successinl] they must raise 
their own provisions. The failure of tenants to 
maintain themselyes simply means the failure of 
the all cotton plan. 

In the next place sensible farmers all over the 
state who have honestly believed that they could 
make money by raising cotton exclusively have at 
last become s-tisfied that they have fullowed a de 
lusion. The sad experience of the past season is 
enough to show ary inan that the farm or planta- 
tion devoted tocotton cannot pa; its expenses. I 
have certainly investigated the subject as thorough- 
ly asany man and! say to you that I don’t know 
a sing!e man in the state of Georgia, no matter 
how careful he may have been, who has made 
money by making an al! cotion crop. On the oth- 
er hand, there are hundreds of cases where men 
with eq ial chances and with less care have made 
snug fo tunes on the same sort of land, wih the 
sare system of labor and in the same neighbor- 
hood, by raising their own cern, hay and grain and 
making cotton :+he surpluscrop. The influence of 
these examplesis telling st last.’ 

“What is the condition of the farmers at pres- 
ent?’’ 

“itis desperate. They have had short crops, bad 
seasons, and have had to buy all their grain, hay, 
mules, hogs, cattle and everything of the sort. 
They have bad to pay enormous time prices for all 
of this, amouxting. as I have fouud from actual in- 
vestigation, to 54 per cent per annum in- 
terest, and at the end of the  sea- 
sons huve found themselves without money 
and without credit, and the truth is that they have 
nochoice as to whether they will decrease their 
cotton acreage and incresse their provision acreage 
ornot. They are forced todo so. They have not 
the money to sustain themselves on the all cotton 
plan, and they cannot get it. Their misfortunes 
willin this respect prove blessings iu disguise, for 
it only needs practical test to show that the corn 
raiser in Georgia has independence and com. 
petency ahead, while the cotton man has certain 
and inexorable failure. Thereis no question more 
important tous than this. There is nothing that 
could be done for Geergia that would bring such 
certain and abundant prosperity as to have her 
farmers reduce their acreage of cotton thirty per 
cent, and add that percentage to diversified crops. 
They would get more for their cotton raised 
on this decreased acreage thafi they get now, and 
they would have no debts to pay when the season 
was over.”’ 

*You think that the reform has started in ear- 
nest?’’ 

“Ido. The acreage of grain put in this winter 
js already large envugh to make a decrease in cot- 
ton acreage “ertain and to promise substantial re- 
lief to the people early in the summer. Besides 
this necessity, common sense and exprience com- 
bine to demonstrate that the crops planted within 
the next sixty days will show more grain and Jess 
cotton than we have seen in Georgia for years."’

F. Crayton. 

Mr Crayton is a pleasing speaker, and 
while hig tace is illuminated with intelligence 
and good humor he closely resembles Hon. 
Saniuel J. Tilden, of New York. 

In the opening of his speech he said, con- 

cerning the stuck law, to state it is to argue it, 
and it istoo plain forargument. Itis, en- 
close your stock or your Crups; turn out your 
stock or your crops. : 
_ Sume Opposed the stock law who planted 
in the imoon instead of the ground, be- 
cause they belived that crops could not 
grow unles3 under fence. Rye would grow as 
high as the fence, and to abandon feces 
Wis to abandon rye. Well, we can dispense 
with rye in its liquid form, at least. 

It may be stated asa fact that white men 
don’t like to split rails. 

fhe stock law when first submitted to the 
voters of Anderson county, 8. C., out of 7,000 
voters, received only 200. Lt was then changed 
so as to vote by townships, and 11 out of 16 
adopted it. Since then it has been made the 
law of the whole county. There are to-day 
not 50 men in Anderson county who will say 
that they did not vote for the stock law the 
Nrst time. 

The stock law is not to oppress the poor, but 
on the contrary, greatly to their advantage; 
G40 square acres (not many poor men own 
that much) will require four miles of fencing; 
160 square acres. two miles; 40 square acres, 
one mile; 10 square acres, half a mile; 2% 
square acres, one fourth of a mile. Who 
makes this fence? The rich or the poor? The 
tenant generelly; men with poor fences and 
no timber, generally oppose, and those with 
good fences and timber, favor the stock law. 
Why? Because the latter know what it costs 
to keep up their fehices, und the former have 
neglected theirs so long they have lost that 
knowledge, 

Spencer Stegall, at Walhalla, S. C., told 
him: “[ was mighty agin yer stock law, but 
the other night 1 studied avout it and found 
what a fool Iam.” 

“It hus taken you a long time to find out 
known for some time,’ said 
Crayton, 

Stegall responded: “I have put up my 
fences to keep Mrs. *teel’s cows outof my 
field and have to fence my cows out of her 
field.” 

Mr. Crayton visited Oconee [county once to 
make & speech on the stock law, but so 
strong was the ude against it thatthey = re- 
fused to vive him permission first to speak. 
Qn second thought, however, consent was 
given, Oconee now has the law. 

To demonstrate that the stock law does not 
decrease the production of milk and butter, 
speaker stated that of 87 pounds of butter re- 
ceived at Piedmont factory in one day, 85 
pounds were from Anderson county. where 
the stock law prevailed and 2 pounds from 
Greenville county where it did not. 

Anderson county with 5,374 cows produced 
264.124 pounds of butter, while Barnwell coun- 
ty with 6,285 cows produced 38,195 pounds. 
The stuck law does not prevail in Barnwell 
county. Anderson county paid out for re- 
pairing fences $10,000; Barnwell county, $55,- 
VU, 

A company of gentlemen applied to the 
legislature tor aid ty build a ferry across 
Santee river, claiming that the three counties 
would be benetitted by the ferry, owing to the 
heavy tax imposed vy keeping up fences. 
Those three counties paid $148,000 fur repair- 
lng fences. One per cent on that amount 
would have built the ferry. 

[i will cost & county, Upon an average, $50,- 
000 perunnum to keep up her fence. The 
only change made in the law in South Caro- 
lina in 100 years, until the passage of the 
stock law, was to increase the height six 
inches. 

The genus homo politician is not in tavor 
of the stock law.: Whenever you hear a man 
say ‘it don’t suit the poor peopls,”’ set it 
down that he has his eyes on an office. An- 
derson county took 115 premiums at the state 
fuirin South Carolinua—over one-third, and 
Kdgetield county two. But then KEdyetield 
county had ten candidates to Anderson's 
one. Good churches, good schools and good 
society are not coumpatibie with a range for 
cattle. 

The curse of the country is too much land; 
having to keep one-half iv woodland to fence 
the other half. 

Near Anderson, 8. C., was alot of 640 acres 
of land that had been leased for 75 years. 
The wood had been cut off until there was 
not enough on it to keep two negro families 
in fuel for two winters. When the lease bad 
12 years to run before expiring, the lot was 
sold for $116. After the passage of the stock 
law, with four vears’ lease to run, it brought 
$10 per acre. 

People object to the stock law, when you 
present it by counties; that itis not for the 
state, and when for the state that it is for the 
county. He illustrated this by the anecdote 
of the man with a pitchfork who, to protect 
himself against the attack of a dog, thrust the 
pitchfork into him and killed him. The 
owner wanted to know why he killed him, 
andthe mantold hm. “Why didn’t you 
tuke the other end of the fork to him?’ ‘The 
man replied: ‘‘Why didn’t your dog come at 
me with his other end?’ Old rails is a better 
substitute for stove-wood than rye for coffee 
was during the late war. 

Do not make your pastures too large. Turn 
a cow loose ina 500 acre field and she will 
examine Critically every panel of the fence 
hefore night. 

Mr. Crayton anrounced that he would 
srulmptly answer all questions propounded to 
wy and announced that he would care for 
all who came to see him. 

Colonel J. B. Estes—‘‘How much ground in 
a pasture?” 

Answer-—That depends on the character of 
the land. I keep 40 head on 50 acres of swamp 
land. Upland will require more. 

Colonel Estes—*‘ Huw about pastures for 
tenants?” 

Answer—The law is that two or three head 
for each tenant will be pastured by the land- 
lord, provided the tenant assists in making 
the fence. I have heard of no tenant leaving 
fur want of pasture. 

P. F. Lawsue “‘Weat has been the result 
of che law as to litigation?” 

Anuswer—It was freely prophesied that it 
would produce a large amount of litigation. 
[bave heard of but two cases in Anderson 
county. Oue of them was that some drunken 
men tore down the gate between Pickens and 
Anderson. They were indicted for it. One 
result of the law is that it has prevented cru- 
elty to animals to a large extent. 

A Farmer—‘How do you arrange’between 
the counties?” — 

Answer—The law prevails all over the state. 
Before this Anderson county built 70 miles of 
fence between ber and the counties of Abbe- 
ville, Oconee and Pickens at a cost of $7,000. 
The year before she spent $75,000 for repair- 
ing fences. I was asked why I did not refer 
to the county fence and replied that I did not 
consider it necessary, and asked him ‘why 
white sheep ate mvre than black ones?” He 
replied, “beans there is more of them. 
Mr. Crayton answered that that was the rea- 
son he referred to the fences in, and not 
around, the county. 

O. B. Thompson stated that Trial-Justice 
Whitfield. who had been one for twenty-five 
years, stated to him that there were ten cases 
litigated about fences before the stock law, to 
one since its pas age. : 

Mr. Crayton stated that Mr. Whitfield was 
a reliable man in every particular. 

Colonel J. B. Estes—* What effect has the 
law in promoting emigration?” 

Answer—None. There were threats made, 
but | have heard of no removals on that ac- 
count. 

A farmer—‘'What was the originating cause 
of the pussage of the law in South Carolina. 
Want of timber?” 

Answer—Goud sense was a leading element. 
Scarcity of timber was one cause. The tim- 
ber could be mure profitaly disposed of. A 
negro asked me, ‘ why 1 didn’t think of it in 
slavery times?’ 

Lawshe—‘'Has the fence law improved 
the tures?”’ 


Answer—Certainly, They are cultivated

Colonel J. B. Estes—*What is the feeling 
of the wurking people?” 

Answer—Thie negroes in the main are satis- 
fied; $1,000,000 would not induce the people 
of Anderson couuty to restore the old law. 

Mr. Crayton further said that ten feet are 
wasted on fence rows. In Anderson county 
bread enough for the county was made in the 
fence rows. Where there are no fences with 
briars and brushes in the corners the roads 
dry off quicker. ‘the law shortens distances. 
The law and public opinion wiil keep men 
from riding through cultivated fields. Ten- 
ants have not had more rent ‘to pay since the 
law than before. 

The stock law spreads worse than the smail- 
pox.

the key note to Georgia's prosperty, said a 
gentleman to me this afternoon, who was last 
week at the Augusta convention. 

“What do you mean?” I asked, not being 
able to hang on to the point he was trying to 
make. 

“Why, just this: That no subject that 
that journal has honored in many months is 
calculated to do the state more solid benefit 
tian the one of fruit culture. I have read 
the interviews with the growers with 
deep interest,as have thousands of the people 
of Georgia. I was in Augusta last week, and 
scarcely a member of the agricultural conven- 
tion failed to ask me about the details of the 
Keller vineyard, an account of which appear- 
ed in Tue Constitution January 15th. ‘They 
all wanted to know if the picture was over 
drawn, and I was mere than pleased to tell 
them that not one particle of coloring was 
given Mr. Keller's venture, if. indeed, there 
was nearly enough good said aboutit. And 
so I say that Tue ConstiTUTIuN has never yet 
bent its labors in a more favorable direction 
than the step it has lately taken towards de. 
veloping the fruit-growing prospects and in- 
tereats of Georgia. Since we have the advant- 
age in situation overany other southern state 
let us put our shoulders to the wheel 
and with a mighty, Valjean push, 
land ourselves where we justly belong, to the 
front as the foremest fruit state in the union.” 

Continuing, the gentleman said: *‘I cannot 
see how sensible people—farmers especially— 
could read the Keller interview, or the letter 
about the Cunningham orchard and fail to re- 
alize that the salvation aud future prosperity 
of Georgia ure largely dependent upon this 
branch of our soil tilling industries. You 
may. build your cotton factories and have the 
hum of spindles making sweet music in every 
village and city of the state, but not until we 
wake up to the fact that cotton is not king of 
every section will we reach the sublime heights 
of New England prosperity, enlightenment 
and happiness.”’ 

The gentleman in quest on is enthusiastic 
over the fact that this immediate section gives 
promise of being the ‘‘garden-spot” of the 
world, and I believe he has come to the con- 
clusion with no small number of arguments 
to back his judgment. Gradually, a nest of 
growers are huddling together here on the 
Central railroad, aud in a few short vears 
nothing like it will be known in all this broad 
country. Within a radius of six miles of 
Gritlin there are now nearly 100,000 fruit 
trees, yielding up yearly thousands of bushels 
of peaches, apples ana pears, while men with 
capital are here pr_pared to double the num- 
ber ere another season passes away. 

The 100,000 estimate I muke above as being 
within a stone’s throw of Griffin is not an ex- 
aggeration, by any means. ‘The Cunningham 
orchatd hus 60,000 trees, and the Woodruff 
farm has about 20,000 all told. ‘To these add 
a number of smaller orchsrds, Searcy’s, Rob- 
erts und others, and my figures ure scarcely 
large enough. The Cunningham orchard will 
be increased by 200 acres or 30,000 additional 
trees, While the Woodruff place is adding by 
the thousand every year. 

I had the pleasure to-day of seeing Mr. John 
H. Parnell, a brother of the great Irish ayita- 
tor, who is the owner of a 300 acre peach 
orchard near West Point. He tells me he has 
70,000 trees on his place, and has 140,000 
young trees in his’ nursery. Every 
one of these he intends planting into orch- 
ards. I have had it intimated to me that Mr. 
Parnell intends planting a 60,000 peach 
orchard near Griftin. He seems to have 
every contidence in Georgia as a fruit grow- 
ing state, and says that he is satisfied thut the 
climate and soil excel any he has yet seen in 
America for health. 

Mr. Parnell was the very first man to in- 
truduce the early growing varieties of peaches 
in the south, and recognizes the truth of Mr. 
Cuuningham’s statement the other day that 
there is more tuoney in the early varieties 
than any other. He told me to-day that toten 
acres of peaches near West Point, year before 
lust, he cleared $7,000 clean cesh srott. The 
treesaveraged over one bushel yreid each, and 
brought about eight dollars per bushel in 
murket. Of course this was an extra fine 
yield, but it goes to show just what can be 
acconiplished by care and a gvod season. 
About the best possible vield for ten acres in 
cotton would be Sw, so you can see the ad- 
vantage of fruits over the staple, rated by the 
acre. Hewever, 1 don’t propose to go turthe! 
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vaiue of peaches and cotton. What 
especially to impress is the fact that the ¢li- 
mate of Georgia offers the best induceiments 
to fruit growersof any state inthe union, and 
this is the Mecca towards which they will ail 
svoner or later driit. 

Mr. C. EK. L. Heyward, of New Hampshire, 
has bought 100 acres of land near the Wood- 
ruff place and joining the Keller vineyard, 
Where he proposes to go into the fruit busi- 
ness on a large scale, dividing his place iuto 
peaches, *pp es and strawberries. ‘he latter 
fruit he will make a specialty, and by another 
brace of seasons Wwe may expect to see him 
sending out his thousends of crates weeks in 
advance of the northern crops. Mr. Heyward 
will have 10,000 or 20,000 euch in apples and 
peaches, and dvesn’t propose to stand back 
on ceremony about work one bit. He is here 
and busily engaged preparing this ground. 

I have mentioned these points in order to 
show just whatis being done aruund Griffin 
in a practical way. All this is spot work, and 
these latest additions are, to a certain degree, 
indirect fruits of the great cotton x position. 
To make a brief resume, there are now at the 
very gates of Griffin 100,000 prowing fruit 
trees, With another 100,000 in prospective; 
probably 109.000 grape vines, couuting the 
36,000 at the Keller vineyard, 10,000 at Woud- 
ruff's, together with Mangham’s, Rhea’s, 
Roberts's, Searcy’s, Drewry’s and other hand- 
some vineyards on the suburbs. I have not 
mentioned the magnificent pear orchard 
at Woodruff’s with its 3,000 rich trees which 
hang every year with the beautiful bell-shaped 
fruit, riveling in juiciness and sweetness the 


| best pesrs we get from California, and which 


sell tor more money in New York than those 
from the ‘golden gate.’”’ Eight dollars per 
crate (half bushel) 's the ruling price for guod 
pears from the Woodruff farm, and by their 
superior merit, handling, growth, packing, 
etc., they have madea name of their own, 
and are quoted in market as ‘Woodruff 
fruit.”’ 

it would, therefore, from all 
these results as stated in my series of 
letters that we are just now at the 
very A BC of fruit culture. and are only 
learning what varities to plantand how to 
cultivate them. The northern and western 
people are just beginning to understand how 
far superior our country is over theirs, and 
every time we get one of them into our ranks 
we have scored a victory for Georgia. It would 
do you good to come down here and see how 
they could “show you a thing or two.”

Mr. W. W. Wovedruff is the recognized ies 
neer of fruit culture in Georgia. He 

robably done more to bring about a general 
interest in fruit enterprises than any man in 
the state. Nearly all the nurserymen refer 
parties desiring to go into the business to him. 
Berckman, at Augusta, invariably sends men 
to Mr. Woodruff for consultation. 

It is but natural to suppuse that others will 
come to Griffin and fultow the examples of 
Parnell, Keller and Heyward. Mr. Par- 
nell thinks the situation and elevation here 
more to his idea than any other in Georgia. 

Mr. Parnell is a typical Irish gemtleman in 
appearance. Heis about six feet high and 
weighs nearly two hundred. His heir is au- 
burn and his eye a good one, that can judge 
in an instant whether a locality will grow 
veaches or potatoes best. He is a slow ta ker, 
faving an impediment in his speech, but is, 
withal, an interesting gentleman. He knows 
peaches as a science. 

In my next I shall give a history of the 
famous Woodruff fruit farm. There are 
many interesting points which cluster about 
his vines and trees that have not yet been 
told. 

I never knew untila few days ago that a 
budded peach seed would not sprout. It has 
no kernel. 

Ten thousand trees sounds big for an 
orchard. bat when Mr. Parnell gets in his 
140.000 young trees he will have 210,000 all 
told. 

The one question which fruit growers are 
trying hard to solve is the freight issue. If 
the express companies will come down and 
not base their season rates on the first fancy 
prices obtained for early fruit, the profits will 
begin to increase as they should,
